with exhibits ns county and state 
iairu, and if we do not win, we at 
least inform ourselves on the points 
in which the winners prove superior, 


"Club members are also taught the 


value of keeping books on livestock 
and other farm activities. In my own 
case, 1 have kept a close record on 
one grade heifer, showing $93.75 net 
profit on her last year. In the same 
manner, club work taught me the 
best .methods in raising chickens, nad 
1 was able to show a profit of $103,25 
on a flock of 15 pullets." 


Terracing was discussed by George

Commerce Industry 
Shows Big Increase 


Past Thirty Days Marked 


By Moderate Improve- 


ment Says Report. 


ST. LOUIS, Feb. 28.—(IP)—Compar 


ed with the similar period immed 
lately preceding the past thirty day 
have been marked by moderate im- 
provement in commerce and indus 
try in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve 


District, the monthly report for Jan- 
uary, released today, said. In the 
majority of line's investigated, how- 
ever, the report stated, the volume ol 
business transacted was measurable 
below that at the corresponding per- 
iod last year or in 1928. The loss of 
volume extended to both the whole- 
sale and retail sections of distribution 
and ;also was noticeable in most manu 
facluring lines. 
' In retail trade and some wholesali 
classifications the recession was ac 
counted for partly by the long spel 
of unfavorable weather. 
The tem- 


perature for January was consider 
ably lower than average, the repor 
pointed out, and for the district as a 
whole the month 
was the 
coldes 


since 1918. Precipitation was heavy 
and 
during practically 
the entire 


month ice and 
snow 
covered 
the 


ground throughout the northern tiers 
of the district. 
Communications in 


the country were seriously interested 
with by impassable roads in many 
sections, while the urban centers pre- 
vailing weather conditions tended lo 
discourage shopping. 


While inventories of merchandise 


are for the most part of moderate 
proportions, 
the 
report 
continued, 


there is a general disposition among 
merchants to postpone relinquishing 
stocks until a more definite opinion 
can be formed of liKely developments 
during 'the next few months.

tailers in tlie country, where uncer- 
tainty relative to spring farming pro- 
grams has been emphasized by the re- 
cent decline in prices of cereals, cot- 
ton and some other farm products to 
the lowest levels of the season.
